AGAIN EFFECTIVELY

for Charles Keane, twenty-four, and 
William Casey, twenty-one, charg­ 
ed with robbery. 
Lincoln defending a man charged 
with murder won an acquittal when 
he proved that prosecution witness­ 
es testifying that the murder had* 
been eommited on a moonligh night 
were wrong. Lincoln read from an 
almanac showing that the night was 
cloudy.

of the two robbers* two witnesses 
testified against Keane and Casey.

The Fifth law of efficiency is service. This means a willing­ 
ness to do your best to help make the world happier and easier 
running, on the idea that you will inspire others to do likewise, 
the whole making it a better world to live in.

“The strategy of war made

good t&ctis to claim destruction of 
submarines in unlimited 
.lumbers, 
but the war history records no such 
events as w ere claimed during hos­ 
tilities. Much has been m ade of the 
fact that no A m erican 
iran sp o rts 
and troopships w ere sank by su b ­ 
marines. 
T he w riter u n d erstan d s 
that-history records th a t the G er­ 
mans felt it b ette r not to sink Am­ 
erican troopships and saw lier e rro r 
in thinking that she could conquer 
the world through frightfulness. 
“America Was Spared” 
**To quote the statem ents of one 
high Americ-m naval officer 
who 


was active overseas, "G erm any de­ 
cided it was bad policy to sink any 
of our troopships, as that would fu r 
ther alienate us when it came time 
to make peace and resum e trad e re­ 
lations so th e orders w ent c u t 
to 
spare American troopships; in oth- 
words as this officer stated. “They 
could 
have su n k our ships if they 
wished, but they had lost their guts 
and did not have the nerve to carry 
out their fo rm er progTame of frig h t 
fulness. 
According to the B ridge­ 
port Telegram of April 23. 
I f*21, 
Admiral Sims said: ‘lf Admirnl Von 
T irpits bad had his wav in the high 
councils of G erm any we would ail 
he speaking G erm an witn a decided 
New' England accent’ and he also 
said he 
‘believed airplane* and sub 
marines would be the m aster w ea­ 
pons in fu tu re w a rs.’

Paris. — The United States, 
by 
taking the lead among the great 
world powers, can save Russia from 
utter ruin. 
But she cannot do it 
by attacking the Soviet system or 
by supporing counter revolutionary 
armies attempting to upset Lenin 
and Trotsky. 
This declaration was made in an 
interview today by General Ignatieff 
Russian military attache to France 
during the war, and the one out­ 
standing figure in the group 
of 
Russians who remained in Paris af­ 
ter the Lenin revolution, ignatieff 
though a former 
Czarist 
officer, 
has steadfastly opposed all schemes 
to overthrow the present Moscow 
Government by military force. He 
has refused to hand over to the Kol­ 
chak. Denikin and Wrangel armies 
any part of the funds entrusted to 
his care for buying war materials 
in France, or to tuke any part in 
the deliberations of exiled Russian 
nobles, though he himself is a mem 
ber of the Russian nobility 
Sovietism Immovable 
‘Sovietism is anchored in the soul 
of Russia,” said General Ignatieff. 


1—Inspection of the Ohio Insurance Bureau in 1914, showed the city

4—Tie Bureau suggests the addition of one fireman to the Department,

trucks go to every fire; the suggestion that five sleepers in addition 
to the regular firemen be kept at the engine house, which is also be­ 
ing carried out. 
5—The Bureau suggests the establishment of a building code, regulat­ 
ing the erection of n ew and the reconstruction of old buildings, and 
the abolishment of fire hazards. 
This suggestion is in the course of being carried out by the Commis­ 
sion.
